grants they were aware of the magnitude 
of the poweis conferred, iu order to give 
the claubes effect. 
The rebellion of 1795 


called for the enactment of a law in pursu- 
ance o£ these provisions of the Constitution, 
nnd it was enacted.

statute that the Pieaidcnt issued bis call tor 
volunteers after the bombardment of l(1ort 
Summer.

LICENSES. 


All licences assessed in accordance wilh flio 


acl of March 3, 1863, will continue in force un- 
til t he first day of May, ] 86-!. 


"And a.11 licenses granted nfter the Srst day 


of Alay in any ycnr, will expire'on the first day 
of May following, and will be issued upon the 
payment of a rateable proportion of tlie" whole 
amount of duty imposed for such licenses ; anc 
each license so granted will be dated on the 
first day «f the month in which it is Issued: 
Provided, That any person, firm, or corporation, 
that on the first day of May, 18K3, held an un- 
expired license, will bc assessed a rateable pro- 
portion for the time between the expiration ol 
the license and the first day of May; eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four."

All persons doing business within this district 


must apply for a new license, to run from thc 
dnto their present license expires, (which, in 
most cases, is September 1st, 1863;) to the 1st 
of May. 1864. 
Whenever, by the amendments, 


new rates of license arc established, the new 
license will be assessed at the new rates, and in 
all cases where the present license expires 
September 1st, 1863, the new license will cover 
a period of eight months, and must be'assessed 
10 pay two-thml« of the vearly tajc. 


PENALTIES. 


When an assessment for license has been 


made, upon neglect or refusal to give the list or 
make the application wiihin the time required, 
and the assessment is returned in the annual 
list, the fifty per centum penalty prescribed in 
section 11 must be added, and cnnnotbe remit' 
ted, either by the assessor orcolleclor. 


By the act, March 3, 1863, the penalty of 


two years' imprisonment is added to the punish- 
ment provided informer acts, for those who 
fail lo fnke out a license when required by the 
excise laws of thc United States. 


The former annual assessment was much' 


embarrassed for want of information on the 
part of citizens, with regard to the duties iim- 
•posed on them by the excise law. It is manifest 
that, with the knowledge now attained, on 
the part of tbe tax-payer, and with tho assis- 
tance rendered by this circular, that ignorance 
of the law can no longer be pleaded by delin- 
quents, in thc hope of avoiding the penalties 
provided.
